made the town, though for beauty of situation the principal castleat* 
ed towns and old capitals of Japan with their natural, and artificial 
pleasure lakes, nearly all teeming with gold and silver fish, Islets, 
ponds and rockeries all artistically laid out, and forming a minature 
panorama of this charming countiy, and as the Queen of Sheba 
came from the utmost part of the earth to hear the wisdom of 
Solomon, so will they come from all the habitable parts of the globe 
to see this pearl of the east, the fame of the beauty of which they 
will be compelled to exclaim, the half has not been told me. 

As the traveller arrives in Nagasaki from Shanghai, he will have 
plenty of time to see all that is to be seen there before the steamer 
leaves for Kobe. 

In Nagasaki the lai*ge Shinto temples of Osuwa and Kusunagi 
are about the only places of interest in the town, it was said that 
the Dragon in the former had golden eyes, which were stolen by a 
robber. Nagasaki has the best and safest harbour in Japan and is 
delightfully situated, the celebrated Heizen earthenware can be 
purchased here. There are plenty of Buddhist temples to be seen, 

Kobe may be termed the model foreign settlement of Japan, 
here is a waterfall, and the moon temple is situated in the neighbour- 
hood, Arima celebrated for its hot mineral baths and bamboo ware, 
is five ri from Kobe via Sumiyoshi Railway station, and to return by 
Akashi, and Miko is a delightful trip. 

Osaka is the oldest city in Japan and was formerly called 
Naniwa, it has been taken in from th e sea, and may be called a city 
of bridges, it owes its greatness and former wealth first to Nara, 
and afterwards to luyoto, as well as to its bankers advancing money 
to the needy Daimiyos who have been luiown to pay thirty per cent, 
for their loans. 
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The Castle of Osaka is worth a visit, it was formerly a Buddhist 
temple, but Tyco Sama rebuilt it and made it liis principal head 
quarters. Some of the largest stones in Japan are to be found in 
the walls, they were brought on immense wooden rafts to Osaka. 

The two large Buddhist temples in the centre of the city are 
well w^orth a visit, the Mikado slept at one of them when in Osaka. 
The ceiling of the roofs of some of the rooms is magnificent. 

The large temple of Tenogi is t)ie only other place of interest, 
from the pagoda of which on a clear day, a view of the whole 
city, surrounding country and shipping can be obtained, the ancient 
Jewish temple musical instruments can be seen under the roof of 
the building opposite the pagoda, Sumi Yoshi is also well worth a 
visit, there is a curious stone bridge to be seen, also extensive 
temple grounds. 

Osaka including Sumi Yoshi, , can easily be seen in one day by 
taking a jinrikisha from the Railway station to the castle, and thence 
to Tenogi and Sumi Yoshi. Mino waterfall is about five ri from 
Osaka. 

Nara the ancient capital is picturesquely situated, and is well 
worth a visit, it is seven ri from Osaka, and a good carriage road 
has lately been made, there are a few of the Emperors graves in the 
vicinity, and a Buddliist temple now occupies the site of the ancient 
Palace, which is less than a ri from Nara. 

The Dai Butzu is the great attraction, the roof of the temple is 
about the highest in Japan. Herewith are the measurements of the 
three principal idols of Buddah in Japan.

where there is a curious bridge called the spectacle bridge. Kiyo- 
midzu one of the oldest temples in the city. Kiyoto earthenware can 
be had here in great variety ; near to this place is Yasaka pagoda 
Higashi o tani, a fine avenue of trees lead to this temple. Maru- 
yama celebrated for its cherry blossoms where the Kiyoto folks as- 
semble in spring, Ginkakuji or the silver palace built by Ashikaga, 
the grounds are beautifully laid out, and pond is full offish, Shimioda 
northwest from Goshio, the maple trees in the grounds are very fine, 
next ere Yekiando in Higashi Yama, Kurodani which has a pretty 
gate called San mon, Niakoji there are three water falls at this 
temple, next Nanjienji once a palace, next Chioin one of the largest 
tepiples in Kiyoto, here is said to be the largest and heaviest bell in 
the world, it stands within the grounds on a hill. Gion, not unlike 
the word Gihon, where Solomon was crowned, this temple is the 
same shape as the Emperors palace, and might be termed the priestly 
palace or temple, next Obaku in the southwest of the city, next 
Honkokugi in Horikawa, Togi, a pagoda in the southwest of the city, 
which can be seen at a great distance. 

Arashiyama is one of the lovehest places in Japan, it is about 
two ri from Kiyoto, no one who has time should miss seeing this 
place, here are plenty of fresh fish and fine hotels, the best place to 
go to for a picnic. Kinkakugi or the gold palace built by Ashikaga 
has beautiful grounds, Kitano a Shinto temple to the west of Gosho, 
Shimogamo which the Emperor used to pay a yearly visit to, there 
is a fine avenue of trees here. Hiyezan formerly the great city of 
refuge, and stronghold of Buddhism, it is three ri to the northwest of 
Kiyoto. Kiyoto may be seen in a week or ten days, a good house 
can be had in that city for $5 a month. 

Otzu and Bewa lake three ri from Kiyoto, here are to be had 
the most delicious trout in Japan, not unUke, our salmon trout, 
steamers ply daily on the lake, and the scenery is magnificent.

KIYOTO. 
No. 1 Shishinden, Imperial court was held here, and foreign 
ambassadors received in state by the Emperor. No. 2 Shinkaden, 
Hterally house of God or Shinto temple. No. 4 Densho, courtiers re- 
ception room. No. 6 Okurumayoshi, Imperial cow carriage house, 
No. 7 Midaidokoro, kitchen. No. 8 Nagai hashi no Zubone> Im- 
perial wives palace. No. 11 Jinyo Goten, Empress palace. No. 12 
Kiuoda a Buddhist Shrine erected by the Emperor Kemei, who first 
introduced Buddhism into Japan, No. 18 Sannaiden, princes recep- 
tion hall. No. 16 Nai Nai noBanshi, female attendants house. No. 24 
Onsuzumi Dokoro, summer palace. No. 25 Nai Nai Shi Dokoro, 
regaUa room. No. 26 Gakumonjo, Imperial study or school. No. 28 
Bansho, guard house, No. 35 Sakon no Sakura, cherry tree at Shi- 
shinden, No. 86 Ukon no Tachibana, a kind of orange tree at same 
place. The rest of the numbers on plates represent gates, v^aiting 
rooms, official apartments, courts, and servants, rooms, &c. 

TOKIO. 

Now the modern capital of the Empire formerly the head 
quarters of the Slioguus. 

The extensive ruins of the ancient castle will give the traveller 
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some idea of the former power of the Shoguns of .the Tokiigawa 
family. Shiba, ruins formerly a Buddhist temple, converted into a 
Shinto temple, and bmnt to the ground on the 31st December 1878, 
here is a cemetery of the Shoguns the mausoleums of which are 
magnificent. 

Uyeno lies to the north, it has also another cemetery of the 
Shoguns, here also the Miyas or Imperial princes, who lived in 
Yedo, are bm*ied, many of the monuments in Uyeno are a different 
shape from those of the Jin djii or Israehtish race. 

The remains of the Shoguns palace and Miya may also be seen 
here. At Nikko the first Shogun of the Tokugawa is buried, the 
tombs of this race surpases all others in Japan for gorgeous beauty. 
At Kamakura the bronze Daibutzu is to be seen. Atago yama from 
which one of the most magnificent views can be had of the city and 
bay, Asakusa at present the principal Buddhist temple in the city, 
there is a pagoda here, also within the temple grounds are a fine 
collection of figures. Sengakuji, Takanawa not far from Shiba, 
here are the tombs of the foi*ty-seven ronuis (see Mitford's tales of old 
Japan) Zempukuji lies about a mile to the southwest of Shiba and is 
a Buddhist temx)le. Meguuoa temple, about four miles from Shiba, 
the neighbourhood is very pretty and not far from the temple are 
the tombs of the two celebrated lovers Gompachi and Komurasaki. 
(See Mitfords) Hachiman temple of god of war. Go Hiyaku Rakan 
or temple of the 500 sages, in this temple arc many images. Kami 
Ido a Shinto temple to Tenman the Japanese patron of letters, Hori 
kiri is about a mOe from Kami Ido ; in April is the best time to visit 
it, as it is a celebrated fioral district. E-ko-in, a Buddhist temple, 
many who perished in the earthquake of 1G56 and 1855 are buried 
here. Hakurankai or exhibition, at Satsama Yashiki, there is also 
another at Uyeno and Shiba, Oji in the suburbs of Tokio is worth a 
visit, here is a water faU, Shinto and Inari temples and a pretty 
garden. Yedo may be seen in 3 or 4 days easily.

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HISTORICAL AND STATISTICAL NOTES AND

HISTORY. 

During the early ages the Imperial family reigned supreme in

Bpliditoir and self reliance that will place her on a par with tibe fore. 
x^ost nations of the west, and make her capitol the modern Athens of 
the east, this is what the Japanese earnestly desire, but which to 
attain, her students must tread the path that Scotia's children trod, 
the road that leads to victory here, the way that guides to God, and 
that she is not behind any nation in intelect the writer has had a 
good opportunity of judging ; as he had three of the largest private 
sehools in Japan attended by doctors, the sons of eliizoku, bankers, 
merchants and shopkeepers, most of whom it was a pleasure to teach, 
the schools only await the advent of the bible and the European 
Saturday holiday. 
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and naval hospitals and colleges where necessary, are 
established in the cities, superintended by able foreign doctors and

ARMY NAVY AND POLICE. 

The army all told number about 50,000 men including artillery,

The force daring the late war must have numbered about 
20,000 men, and as there are said to be about 5,000 in Tokio alone 
it cant now be much short of that number. 

RAILWAYS, TELEGRArilS, POSTAL SERVICE, 

AND LIGUTIIOUSES. 

Railways have been established between Tokio and Yokohama, 
and between Kiyoto, Osaka and Kobe, and one is now constructing 
between Kiyoto and Otsu. Telegraph wires have been laid down 
from the extreme north to the south of Japan, as well as lines con- 
necting Nagasaki with Shanghai, and also with Waladistock, an 
excellent scliool is attached to this department, postal service has 
bden establishei all over the country, as well as all over the world 
via America. Lighthou-'es 41 have been erected, there are 8 light 
ships, 17 buoys, and beacons, these four departments are principally, 
superintended by qualfied foreigners in the government service. The 
Imperial mint in Osaka turns out gold, silver, and copper coin, and 
the financial department in Tokio paper money, naval and miUtary 
schools have been estabUshed, also arsenals, powder, mills, graving 
dock and patent slip, have beentbuilt, gas has been introduced, also 
all the latest improvements and inventions have been adopted in 
the various public departments, an extensive newspaper press has 
been established nearly all over the country, paper, cotton, sugar, 
mills, indigo and other branches of industry have been introduced, 
and the engineering college in connection with the public works, is 
turning out the coming men, * mining and other engineers, mill 
Wrights and other mechanics, and chemists who along with the 
Kaitakushi will yet develop the mineral and agricultural wealth of 
the coimtry, the nation has served ten yoirs apprenticeship, and 
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they have now all the necessary appliances, andihe gOTemmentliaTe 
only to say the word, and put their theory into practice, with 
scientific division of labour the nation will become like one vast bee 
hive, and with Christianity for their infallable guide, they will be 
enabled successfully to tread the path of political economy, indicated 
as the future of lost Israel of the east, in the Islands of the sea, as 
Great Britain has partly done in the Islands of the sea of the west. 
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
